The following biog/discog of Louis Hooper is in three parts 
for ease of reference . . . first a brief sketch of his career, 
his taped recollections of his years in Harlem, and finally 
his discography, the latter under continual revision. Ten 
recordings have been,addedtto the list as late as March of 
this year. I would specifically like to thank Rolf Von Arx of 
Zurich and Tom Lord of Forest Hills, N, Y. for supplying 
Louis and myself with tapes of his old recordings. Our 
special thanks to Carl Kendziora for taping his entire Ajax 
library along with dozens of other vintage sides for our 
audition , . it has taken almost a year to get through them 
all. 

After five years of digging through the Compo files, news- 
naners, record sleeves vainly trying to pin down more infor- 
*; v a on on the elusive AJAX label, I was just about ready to 
call its quits. In casual conversation one day with Hank 
Fletchman, a fellow collector, the name Louis Hooper came 
up. Apparently he not only was still alive, but living in 
Montreal and still professionally active! A quick phone 
call arranged our first meeting a few days later, 

Louis is blessed with an amazing memory, .he recalls 
exact placement of horns, musicians and instruments from 
sessions that took place over 40 years ago. Our first session 
was primarily outlining his career, subsequent meetings 
produced records from both our collections and the much 
needed tapes from Carl, Tom and Rolf. The percentage of 
AJAX recordings on which he appeared was much higher 
than we anticipated. . now he's appearing regularly on 
several Plaza sessions. . , where it will end we* 11 never know. 

Louis is Canadian, born in Buxton, Ontario in 1894. He 
moved to Michigan when three years old and began playing 
trombone at twelve. lire family moved to Detroit two years 
later where he joined the AFM at sixteen. The Hooper 
Brothers Orchestra was composed of himself and two brothers 
on violin and trumpet, A graduate of the Detroit Conserva- 
tory of Music, his post-graduate studies were interrupted by 
the Great War. After a year in France with the US Army, 
he returned to Detroit for further study, receiving his Bache- 
lor Degree in 1920. While playing in the pit at the Koppin 
Theatre, the head liners included Ethel Waters, Ernest 
Whitman, Will Matson and Sammy Davis Senior, 

1921 brought Louis to New York to teaeh.piano and musi- 
cal history at the Martin- Smith Music School in Harlem 
where he remained for four years. His recording career 
began before his break from the school in 1925 to join the 
Joe Davis Music Company as staff pianist/ arranger. It is 




this period of course that most interests the record collector. . 
the many sides with Fuller and Snowden for Vocalion, Per- 
fect, Harmony, Gennett, etc. and the countless blues 
accompaniments. Perhaps we'll never know just how many 
records they did make, either together or singly, He con- 
stantly makes reference to several Paramount sessions, none 
of which have been discovered. After spending so many 
months listening to these trio recordings, one finds a 
tremendous charm about them. . Fuller, while not the worlds 
greatest clarinetist, never stopped working for a second; 
Louis played solid, workmanlike piano within the confines 
of the group while Snowden lifted both of them along with 
an impeccable sense of rhythm, Undoubtedly their best 
record is one issued under Fuller's name. . 'Fireworks', Of 
them all, this gave Louis his biggest kick. .. the piano is 
some of the finest of his work. Some of the electric 
Vocations, particularly 'Chicago Back Step' and 'F Minor 
Blues 1 are well worth digging out, 

Louis attended the Music Supervisors Course at Columbia 
University while playing piano for the silent movies at the 
Renaissance Theatre. In 1928 he returned to Detroit and 
the Koppin Theatre, An offer came from Lew Leslie to 
join the Blackbirds of that year. . , the tour ended in Montreal 
in 1929. For the next three years he remained in Detroit 
until he came to Canada for good to join the Canadian 
Ambassadors, a Toronto band led by Myron Sutton. 1933 
saw Louis settle in Montreal, playing several months for a 
very young Billie Holiday at the long-gone Connies Inn in 
this city. Musically active from then right to the present, 
Louis has done virtually 'it air, radio, clubs, resorts, etc. 
Again he went overseas, this time with the Royal Canadian 
Artillery. During his six years in Europe and Africa he was 
active in concert work, including broadcasts with a string 
quartet from the London Symphony for the BBC. He was in 
charge of the Canadian Concert Party in Europe until the 
war's end, 

Louis today is a grandfather from an earlier marriage. 
His wife plays piano and his five children all sing, At an 
age when most men are thinking only of retiring, he is 
filled with plans for EXPO 67, Montreal's world exhibi- 
tion, determined to provide whatever help he can in its 
success. 

His compositions range all the way from some of the 
early trio sides, . 'Grand Opera Blues 1 , * Black Cat Blues' 
f Uncle Remus Stomp\ etc. , through to hymns, a string 
quartet in four movements, an Oratorio, a nocturne for 
piano and orchestra and a ballet, the 'Congo'.

HARLEM IN THE TWENTIES - Personal recollections I anseribed 



from tape and unedited except for continuity. 

THEaTRIQ: It was Elmer Snowden who made all those records 
with Bob and I. The name Buddy Christian means something 
to me although I can't recall him. We were his (Davis) three. . . 
Josie Miles telephone the Martin Smith School on 37th Street in 
Harlem where I was teaching. . .she said a music publisher 
needed a piano player. . . I won't say a pianist, I'll say a piano 
player, . . to do some recording. Making records was the furthest 
thing from my mind but I went down to the Broadway Central 
Building where Joe had his office. I met him, a congenial 
man. , . it went from there. What was the firs't record?, , , I seem 
to recall 'Freakish Blues', . , 1 was very nervous and the studio 
was cold. . . I don*t think they had any heat in the place! 

AJAX; Ajax was home. . . we made them all in the same studio. 
Mr. Berliner was always present for them. We had a monthly 
appearance there, without fail. . . sometimes we made a dozen 
records a month. Joe was worried sometimes that we wouldn't 
reach our quota. . . Berliner really must have been turning them 
out. Most of the sessions were in the afternoon or early evening. 
I don't remember buying the copies that 1 have. . . I think they 
were shipped to the office, , . I do know that most of them were 
shipped to the southern states. During our Ajax period it seemed 
the studio was altered a bit, . . it seems at first we had the horns. 
We would make as a rule three test records and then they would 
say which was the master, I went in one time and heard some 
light classical music* being played. . . one of the Arabesques. . . 
when I entered the studio it was Mr, Berliner playing. . , he was 
testing the equipment, l It was the only time we ever had a 
moment for personal conversation, We used to get $7:50 a side, 

THE SINGERS: ROSA was a jolly, pleasant artist to work with. 
I believe my first recording with her was for Vocalion, I remem- 
ber going with her to the Edison studios. , , my first visit there. 



She was ready for a laugh anytime. 
LOU ELLA JONES was Bob Fuller's wife. Her real name was 
Alberta Perkins. . , she recorded with Billy Higgins. On those 
two-way records they used dialogue to finish the song. She said 
to him something like "You can't talk to me like that, Vm a 
lady. . . and Billy said, , . "Look at you standing there, looking 
like the back-end of a taxi cab" ! 

If I made a record with MAMIE SMITH it was not more than one 
date. I can recall a rehearsal, . . I believe Bob had played for 
, her before. One session is all I can remember. 
Only one session with ETHEL WATERS. . . Shelton Brooks is the 
pianist on 'Throw Dirt In Your Face*. I knew him well. , we 
made all those tunes at the one session, I remember that Ethel 
complained about the way he played. . , I couldn't see anything 
wrong with it. That was the only time I ever worked with her. . 
she was very congenial. This number ('Refrigeratin Papa') was 
sent in the mail to Joe Davis from Wasserman, and when he 
opened the mail that morning he had me try it over. . . it was 
just the manuscript in pencil. . . he said that it wasn't great but 
that he had a hunch about it. . . "I'm going to see if I can get 
Ethel Waters to do it".. . and he got her, (Note: Louis has 
since identified himself on Tm Saving It All For You' (141690) 
by Ethel but insists these are the only sides he made with her and 
both at the one session, in spite of evidence in the Columbia 
files to the contrary). 

I played for GEORGE WILLIAMS & BESSIE BROWN in Detroit a* 
the Koppin. They were very, very genteel people, clean cut 
and a different type of team, . . they began to move away from 
the brick- throwing, razor- wielding that used to get laughs on 
the stage, George was a real neat dresser. . .he used to wear 
a type of tuxedo. , . charcoal grey with satin trousers, and a 
special kind of hat, something like Wyatt Earp. . . real sharp on 
stage. 

We had one rehearsal with BESSIE SMITH. . the session never 
materialized, I believe it was for Victor. . . the conversation 
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LOUIS HOOPER 



brings it back to mind that everything pointed to Victor although 
I know she was on Columbia. , , the trio rehearsed with her, . . I 
can't remember the tunes. I was working at the Lafayette for 
her show. . , she was a big woman, nice and pleasant enough, but 
she could get rugged, . , we were there for the eleven o'clock 
rehearsal on Monday. , . the show ran two weeks altogether. , , 
Mildred Frankel was violinist and leader, Russel Smith's wife 
Leora Hays played lots of trumpet, Johnny Sawyer on drums and 
Gene Aikens trombone, , . lots of fun in that place. About that 
Monday rehearsal, . .we had a guy, Sam Craig who was stage 
manager. . . a nice enough guy but he used to take his job too 
seriously at times, They hadn't called us to start playing. . . 
Sam said something out-of-line to Bessie about getting these 
people "in here or out of here", . . she just let him have it right 
between the eyes! Sam sat right down. , . we were all in the 
pit laughing. . . she really didn't hurt him, didn't curse or swear. . 
he was just out of line and she put him back in, 

RECORDING: We were only at VICTOR once (Charleston Trio), 
there was a slight feud going on between Joe Davis and Nat 
Shilkret who was the chief recorder there. Joe had managed to 
get an audition for us and for some inexplicable reason, Bob 
Fuller developed a case of jitters, He muffed two or three im- 
portant notes and we had had it for that^day. Whether or not 
that played into the hands of Shilkret I don't know. . we were 
never permitted to do a re- make. 

I'm quite sure I never recorded with TOMMY MORRIS (research 
has proven otherwise) although I knew him well. . , I arranged 
his 'Charleston Strut 1 for publication. 

The credit for 'JAKE'S WEARY BLUES' should go to Joe Davis. . 
it was his idea, Joe had a way of experimenting. , , different 
combinations and accompanists. 

CLIFF JACKSON took my place with Davis when I left. . , also 
for a period in 1925, . . it's usually him on the records then. 
PARAMOUNT, . . I remember several sessions there, . , Bob had 
been there before. . . I remember a singer, one of the Miles girls, 

FLETCHER HENDERSON: I never recorded for Black Swan 
although I knew Harry Pace, Fletcher was a good personal friend 
of mine. , . a very capable fellow. , . he had fine qualities, mild 
of manner. At one time I was organist at St. Phillip's Episcopal 
Church in the Bronx on Sunday nights. At the same time I was 
working with Jesse Young, a violinist, playing up in Washington 
Heights at the Roof Garden Theatre in the summertime. Fletcher 
used to substitute for me with the band each Sunday night, He 
lived on 138th street in his own cooperative apartment. . , I was 
only a block away. . . 219 West 139th in the brownstones, . , I 
can't remember if Black Swan had folded up by this time or not. 
Soon after he organized that fine band for the Roseland. , , our 
office was right in the same building. I remember that he had 
about five piano players in that band. . .he told me himself one 
time that it wasn f t necessary for him to arrive on the scene when 
it was time for the band to hit. Donald Redman could play 
piano, Benny Carter (???) could play, Hawkins as well, , ,he 
had a trumpet player they called 'Frog 1 , . . Elmer Chambers, who 
could also play, . .his banjo player, Dixon was also a piano man. 
Each of them had been in Davis office at one time or another 
playing piano. I was at the Lafayette the night he introduced 
Louis Armstrong to New York. . . a midnight show. Sidney Bechet 
was in the band that night as a guest, . . they introduced Louis and 
played 'Watcha Galium Blues'. . ,he took just a couple of short 
breaks. . . the normal ones. . . you knew he had it. 

HARLEM: The Lafayette attracted the cream of the professional 
world. Reisenfeld used to bring his orchestra up after the show 
at the Criterion, . , Miff Mole was always there. . . Harlem was 
some place in those days, ., it had a pulse you couldn't describe. 
That place was almost anything, I must jump a lot of years 
here. . , I took my eleven year old daughter to New York not long 
ago. . , I was anxious to show her Harlem. I almost cried. . . really 



I did. . . Harlem had been people. . . people who were really 
people, churches had the height of dignity, people of all profes- 
sions, some fine night clubs. . . the Nest, the Paradise. I can 
remember Boute's Drug Store, , . the doctor and his wife were 
Creole. . , they spoke French so beautifully and the drug store was 
a place to go, . , a lovely YWCA, . . the Renaissance Theatre. . . 
the dance hall upstairs. . , a complete department store, the 
Renaissance block. . , St. Phillips Church. . . the Abbysinia Church. 
I went back in 1962. ,. I purposely got off at 125th and Lennox, 
just to show my daughter what Harlem was. First of all, the 
type of person whom I saw disturbed me. . .it was a hot day and 
we went into a soda; bar. . .1 asked the lady if she could tell me 
if the Martin Smith Music School was still in business. . . she 
looked at me as if I was someone from Mars. I asked at another 
place. , . there was a middle-aged man sitting with his father, . . 
I asked them. He said it was not there anymore. . . everything 
was gone. . . "there's a different type of person here now. . . " 
"the people that were here when you were here are now all gone" 
... I was heart-broken. In front of the Theatre there was the 
Tree of Hope. . . more than one show was recruited right under 
that tree, . , the slogan was that if you stood under that tree at a 
certain hour of the morning, whoever you wanted to see would 
pass there. 

THE PIANISTS: I never met James P. Johnson. . . never actually 
introduced to him. . , his girl friend lived right across the court 
from me on 139,th street. , . he would call often to see her. 
between every two houses there was a court with big gates. , ,he 
would sit and play for her. . , I could see him of course. , . his* 
'Carolina Shout' was popular then. 

One night at the Hoofer's Club. , , I just wandered in to fill a bit 
of time, . . it was a place underneath the Lafayette Theatre where 
all the professional people gathered. . . you could get a drink, , .1 
had just finished playing for the Blackbirds Show. Gradually 
people started to wander in a few at a time, . . a few young fel- 
lows were playing. , . I didn't know them. Then Lucky came in. . 
Fats, James. P, , Willie the Lion, . , they all came in separately. 
Things got warmed up. , . it was about ten o'clock, not late. 
They were going through the real swingers. , . right hand stuff, 
tenths back-hand. . . all the trimmings of the trade. When Lucky 
sat down, . . he had a style of playing themes like almost Debussy 
. , . very long fingers and big hands. . . played real powerful rags 
too. More than one player would play the same tune. . . one 
would push the other away and take over the same tune. Of 
course Willie, when he first sat down, had to use his slogan 
"Get up, you can't play that piano. , . I'm the Lion 1 ' ! It boiled 
down to Fats and James. Finally Fats got up and made that very 
famous statement. , . he stopped everybody, stopped the music 
and said. . . "Ladies and Gentlemen, , . here is an artist". James 
took a bow and the session broke up. I've always thought how 
fortunate I was just to have been there. 
Another session. ..I had copied Rube Bloom's 'Soliloquy' for 
publication, . . I knew Rube real well. , .he stuttered badly. One 
day he was in the office (Davis). . . Joe was in the outer office. 
Fats Waller wasn't doing too much in those days, . . gigging 
around and playing the show at the Kentucky Club on Broadway. 
Peggy English was in that show. . . I remember she told him 
once. . . "Fats, you're the world's greatest piano player, but you 
drink too much gin". Anyway, he came to the window. , . in 
those days you could get orchestrations free to plug the songs, 
Joe came in to where we were and whispered to Rube, , . "Fats' 
Waller is at the window". . . Rube had never met Fats. He asked 
Joe to see if he could get him to come in. Joe invited him in 
and introduced him to Rube. , , they talked for a couple of 
minutes and then Rube asked, . . "Would you mind playing some- 
thing for us? 11 Fats was a master of the quick reply, , . "Yeah, 
I'll beat one down for you" ! . . . those great big fingers and a 
bowler hat. , . he sat down and played. Rube didn't take a back 
seat to anyone. . .he played strictly a Broadway style. They 
played together over an hour without moving. , , I remember the 
different ways Fats played 'Dinah',

BLACKBIRDS : I joined the show in Boston. . , a great band. . , two 
of the Smiths, Russeltand Joe on trumpets. . , Johnny Dunn. Cal 
Jones on trombone. . . couple of Cuban boys on reeds, I'll 
describe the finale to the first act. . . I arrived the week before I 
was to take over in the pit. I practised the book for the week 
and my first appearance was a matinee. In Boston we had about 
twelve members of the Boston Symphony. , , strings, woodwinds, 
cellos and bass. When they played 'I Can't Give You Anything 
But Love, Baby', I wasn't even there. . , I was on Cloud Nine! 
That was one of the highlights in my whole musical life. , , to 
hear it played as it had been written. . . it was a travesty on 
Porgy. . , Maggie Jones was in it. It started with a prologue. . . 
Jesse Zachary, , . darkstage and dark house. . . we had to memo- 
rize the whole thing. , . first the strings, , . she sings about Porgy. 
The lights come up. . . then Foster comes out. . . "Scuse me 
mister" . . . that chorus is up there just waiting. . . you've got 
chills running up and down your back, , . they show shadowgraphs 
on the back. , , the music comes up with the lights. .I'll never 
forget Johnny Dunn. . . he was the free swinger. . . the music comes 
right up to the top, . . I've seen a dozen curtains, . . the audiences 
stand up. . . it was a real thrill to be in that show, especially that 
first matinee. 

Dunn didn't play a sweet horn, . . Lew never had him for that. . 
he had him for a 'belt'. , . Dunn and J were buddies, we used to 
hang out together, Joe Smith played a great plunger, Fletcher 
Henderson's wife, Leora, used to call Joe 'Toots'. . .he had a 
trumpet built with a fourth valve. I'll never forget the time in 
Boston when we were invited to a railway club. . . we played at 
the Tremont for. three months by the way, Hamtree Harrington, 
the comedian, was at the head table along with Saul Leslie, 
Lew's brother, and Allie Ross, our musical director. We were 
all on our best behaviour. . . there was a kind of a half- friendly 
feud between Hamtree and Johnny Dunn. Now Johnny was no 
trouble maker. . . a real great guy, but there was something on 
his mind he didn't like about Hamtree and Harrington knew it. 
I was sitting at a small table with Johnny. . . Dunn got up and 
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walked over to the head table and said something to Harrington. 
I heard Hamtree reply, , .he was just a little guy. , , "Get away 
from this god damned table". Johnny didn't move, .just laughed, 
Hamtree stood up and WHAM. . he hit him! I csCn still hear Saul 
shouting, . . "Stop, you'll disgrace us". The next day at the 
matinee they were still ribbing each other, . .Johnny had a lump 
on his jaw. 
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Hie following identifications are based on Louis 1 aural study of 
the records in question. Only those on which he is pianist, or a 
probability or those of interest with other pianists are included. 
Still unavailable for audition are Rosa Henderson, Viola McCoy 
and Josie Miles on Edison, Martha Copeland, Maggie Jones and 
George Williams/ Bessie Brown on Columbia, Louis Vant on Okeh 
8311 and Lizzie Miles on Okeh 8456, Ethel Ridley and other 
singers on Ajax, Steamboat Joe and the New Orleans Trio on 
Gennett, unlisted trio or Bob Fuller accompaniments on Para- 
mount, and several Peggy English recordings. Virtually any 
unlisted Ajax record is, of course, a Hooper possibility. Address 
all correspondence to the author, 135 Rue France, Dollard des 
Ormeaux, Quebec, Canada.
